ed of, the question is still worthy of serious 
consideration. The connection of foreigners 
even with the Custome’ Service bas, 28 is; well 
‘known, been productive of ill fecling among 
tho natives, and bas been in some dégree the 
cause of the persistent opposition whic bas 
‘been made against ‘the extension of foreign 
trade in the country. We.are too apt to 
overlook the strength of the class, interests 
which exist in all directions in China, and to 
forget that, in identifying ourselves with & 
given set of Mandaring," we may not be in 
any way conciliating thé people-at large, or 
oven the official classes generally. The In- 
apectorate of Customs as a-means of raising 
a revenue which is sont to the Imperial Go- 
vernment, fe, and combination’ with the-Tran- 
sit Dued System, the means of depriving the 
-Jopal officials of revenue, which, ander.other. 
circumstances, they would consider their 
natural right, has, in many instances resulted 
fh very strong opposition to the advance of 
foreign trade—the mont noticeable case being 
that which arose in Formosa, where for a 
Jong time thé most strenuous efforts: were 
made by the local authorities to resist the 
establishment of o branch of the foreign in- 
spectorate in the island. Upon the whole 
the effect of. the establishment | of 
the Inspectorate bas bean very benedicial, 
but there is‘no doubt that it has in many 
- directions had the éffect of raising prejudice 
and ill-fecling with regard to foreigners, In 
the same way, but to a much greater degree, 
“the employment of foreigners in Chinese 
xevenue cruisors is likely to raise unfriendly 
fecling among the Chincsa, Those vessela 
‘axe sent from time to time ou expeditions of 
whose nature we know absolutely nothing;
